Condoleezza Rice Picked As 
1st Blacl( Woman To Lead 
U.S. State Department 

"The secretary of state is America's face 
to tiie world, and in Dr. Rice, the world will 
see the strength, the grace and the decen- 
cy of our country," President George W. 
Bush said in announcing his selection of Dr. 
Condoleezza Rice as America's next secre- 
tary of state. 

Currently serving as national security 
adviser, a position she's held for the past 
four years, Rice, 50, will replace Colin Pow- 
ell, who recently announced his decision to 
step down from the post (Jet, Nov. 29). 

Upon confirmation by the Senate, her 
new role will include mending U.S.-Euro- 
pean relations over the Iraq War and seek- 
ing peace between Palestinians and Israelis. 

In accepting the nomination. Rice said: 
"If I am confirmed by the Senate, I look for- 
ward to working with the great people of 
the Foreign Service and the Civil Service. 
And one of my highest priorities as Secre- 
tary will be to ensure that they have all the 
tools necessary to carry American diplo- 
macy forward in the 21st century." 

Rice came to Washington from Stanford 
University where she had served as a pro- 
fessor of political science (1981-1999) and 
provost (1993-1999). 

She was a Russian-affairs staff adviser 
for the National Security Council under for- 
mer President George Bush from 1989-1991. 

Rice later became a member of the cur- 
rent President Bush's foreign policy advis-

er team during his first presidential cam- 
paign. As president, he named her nation- 
al security adviser. 

Rice was born and reared in Birming- 
ham, AL. Her late father, John W. Rice, re- 
tired after a career as a Presbyterian minis- 
ter and assistant vice chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Denver. Her mother, the late Ange- 
lena Ray Rice, was a musician and teacher 
in Birmingham and Denver public schools. 

An only child, Rice had early ambitions 
of becoming a concert pianist; however, she 
enrolled at the University of Denver where 
she took a course with Josef Korbel, a 
Czech immigrant and father of former Sec- 
retary of State Madeleine K. Albright. He 
influenced her to select international rela- 
tions as a career and became her mentor. 

Rice, who is fluent in Russian, earned 
her bachelor's degree in political science at 
the University of Denver in 1974 and re- 
ceived her master's from the University of 
Notre Dame in 1975. She returned to the 
University of Denver to earn her doctorate 
in international studies in 1981.

ingle people aren't having good sex like committed couples, including those 
married. At least that's what a recent sex survey poll found. 
People in relationships, according to a "Primetime Live" survey, are more 
sexually satisfied than those who are single. The study found that 97 percent 
of Americans in married or committed relationships are satisfied with their 
sex life. It also found that 75 percent of those surveyed found marriage more 
enjoyable than dating. 

Could this be true? Jet sought answers. A few experts polled agreed, and 
here are some of the reasons why. 

Rev. Dr. Sheron Patterson, senior pastor of St. Paul United Methodist Church 
in Dallas, says that trust and commitment are foundational for good sex. Women, 
she observes, crave security and commitment in sexual relationships. That's 
often found in "committed" relationships. 

'The primary mistake single people make is having sex seeking commitment and 
trust," explains Patterson. "They are actually auditioning to get 
the person. When you audition, you're a bit nervous and unsure 
because you aren't sure if you're liked. Once you have the role 
[commitment], you feel secure and the anxiety level decreases." 

Continues Patterson, "You're in bondage auditioning and try- 
ing to please. Then afterwards there is the guilt they feel reli- 
giously. Those two things keep you from being free." 

Patterson, who founded The Love Clinic nine years ago and 
authored a book by the same title, is encouraging people to move 
toward marriage through her "Mission Get Married" project. Mar- 
ried for 20 years herself, Patterson believes that couples who mar- 
ry feel a burden lifted in the bedroom. 

"Physically and spiritually there is a transition going from illegal sex (pre- 
marital) to legal sex (marriage)," she says. "Marital sex is better because you set 
aside anxiety and feelings of insecurity. The Bible teaches that sex outside of 
marriage is sin. When you're engaged in illegal sex, you feel guilt and separation 
from God and it causes you not to enjoy it as much. When you get into legal sex, 
you're free to enjoy yourself Single sisters worry about their reputation and 
being considered a 'slut.' Society rears men to be sexually active. They are called

Age might also play a pivotal role in having better sex, says Patterson. "When 
you're young and sexually active, it's more about quantity and how many people 
they can get. As you age, you're looking more towai^d the quality of the pereon. That's 
when you move toward commitment." 

Familiarity breeds bliss, which might explain why committed 
couples are found to have better sex, according to consulting sexol- 
ogist Dn Herbert P. Samuels. 

"They have more time to discover what each of them wants 
as compared to someone who might be single," explains 
Samuels, also a professor of human sexuality at LaGuardia 
Community College in New York. "If you're with someone for a 
long period of time, you will learn what they like and need. You 
can demonstrate that. If you're giving what they like, it's pret- 
ty good sex. There's no anxiety and nervousness."

He adds that pressures can be put on people if you aren't familiar with your 
mate, which might diminish the physical release from orgasm. 

"You might pick up someone at a bar and have great sex and never see that 
person again, but you have a better sexual experience as you get to know that 
person. It's about time. If you don't really know the person, you might be con- 
cerned with performance or wonder who really is this person." 

Dr. Wendell Cotton, 82, and Lurline Cotton, 83, of Garland, TX, have gotten 
to know each other well after 61 years of marriage. The parents of two know 
firsthand and wholeheartedly agree that committed couples have better sex. 
And, yes, they are still very much intimate and don't mind letting the world know. 

"It's good sex too!" laughs Mrs. Cotton, a master certified 
handwriting analyst. "We respect each other and we don't 
demand or command or say 'I have a headache.' Every time 
I hear about people getting a headache, I don't understand. 
Maybe I don't have a headache because I have good sex," she 
chuckles once more. 

The "honesty of the situation" makes committed couples 
have better sex than singles, believes Dr. Cotton, a retired 
orthodontist. "You are truthful with each other and your 
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commitment is honest," he explains. "There isn't a reason why you shouldn't 
have good sex because you love and understand each other. You should innate- 
ly know what the other desires and what is good for each other This is the way 
it has been with us." 

The Cottons, who've worked as extras in such movies as Any Given Sunday, 
JFK and Serving Sara, say that their being good friends who 
respect each other has also been important. 

"I can't think of a time, he can't think of a time either, when 
we thought of going outside of the relationship," says Lurline 
Cotton. "Some people believe the grass is greener on the other 
side, but it's not. The grass is better at home. We've never tried 
to go out there and experiment." 

Psychologist Dr. Tiy-E says that committed and married cou- 
ples will have better sex because you perform at your best if you 
are in your comfort zone. 

"There is nothing more comforting than knowing your man 




or your woman will be there for you every day and every night," says Tiy-E, 
author of Secrets Men Keep: What They Don't Tell. "Imagine love and you imag- 
ine great sex and great sex/love usually comes from committed and married 
couples." 

He adds that women control the "sexual energy" in the bedroom. 

"Since my beloved Sisters are mostly mental in the bedroom, there is noth- 
ing more stimulating to a woman than commitment," Tiy-E says. "Fact is that 
the supreme aphrodisiac is a 'ring.' A ring symbolizes commitment to a woman. 
You give a woman a commitment and you have great sex for as long as the man 
does right by his beloved woman." 

Some may believe that single people have better sex, because there is no 
commitment and there can be variety. Not so, says Tiy-E. 

"The biggest lie in the world is that men and women enjoy being single and 
having leisurely sex," he explains. "No man or woman wants the feeling of lone- 
liness. And loneliness is exactly what you get when your sex partner leaves you 
in the bed after a sexual session.. .Even if a man claims to be a big-time ladies 
man, he still goes to bed at the end of the night feeling lonely. Every man and 
woman wants someone whom they can trust, respect and please every day, not 
just for an occasional booty call."

Eddie Robinson coaches his last game 
as head coach at Grambling (LA) State 
University with the most wins for a colle- 
giate coach on this day.

His teams had won or shared 
17 Southwestern Athletic Conference 
titles and eight Black college national 
championships. Born February 13, 1919 in 
Jackson, LA, he attended area schools 
before earning degrees in English and 
physical education from Leiand College 
and the University of Iowa respectively. 
Hired as a coach in 1941, Robinson start- 
ed the athletic department and built the 
football program at Grambling . He sent at least 220 players to play profession- 
ally in the NFL, many of whom were the first Blacks to play professionally in the 
league. Robinson is currently retired and resides in Grambling, LA. 




December 1, 1955- 

Rosa Parks, seamstress, refused to 
take a back seat on a Montgomery, AL, bus 
on this day and was arrested for violating 
a city law that required Whites and Blacks 
to sit in separate rows on buses. Parks 
^ ^ 1 - ~ refused to give up her seat for a White 

man. The front rows were for Whites only. 
The law required Blacks to leave their 
seats in the next rows when all seats in the 
front rows were taken and other Whites 
wanted seats. Her arrest sparked a boy- 
cott of the bus system that lasted for 382 days and ended when the U.S. Supreme 
Court declared segregated seating on the city's buses unconstitutional. Called the 
"Mother of the Civil Rights Movement," Parks, at the age of 86, was awarded the 
Congressional Gold Medal, the nation's highest civilian honor, citing her act of 
conscience and courage that made history. Parks, 91, is currently retired and 
resides in Detroit.

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Bonds Oldest Player To Win NL MVP Award; A Record 4th Straight 




Barry Bonds continues to set himself 
further apart from his competition. 
Bonds recently captured the National 
League MVP award for a record seventh 
time and fourth year in a row-no other 
major leaguer has won more than three. 

The San Francisco Giants left fielder 
became the oldest player to win the award 
after receiving 24 of 32 first-place votes 
and 407 points in balloting by the Base- 
ball Writers' Association of America. 

"I don't know if one is better than the 
other. They're all overwhelming," the 



40-year-old Bonds said about his new 
records. 

Bonds said the lack of a World Series 
title motivates him, and he intends to 
play at least two more seasons. "I want 
that championship," said Bonds, who 
earned a $500,000 bonus for winning the 
award. "I think that's the one thing that's 
eluding me from enjoying these other 
accomplishments." 

Last season. Bonds became only the 
third player to hit 700 career homers, and 
with 703 trails only Hank Aaron (755) and 
Babe Ruth (714).

He hit .362 to win his second NL bat- 
ting title in three seasons and shattered 
the major league record with a .609 on-

base percentage, topping the previous 
mark of .582 he set two years ago. 

He walked 232 times, 34 more than 
the previous record he set in 2002 and 
more than 100 better than anyone else in 
baseball this season, and his 120 inten- 
tional walks obliterated the old mark of 
68, also set by Bonds in 2002. 

Bonds' .812 slugging percentage led 
the major leagues for the fourth straight 
season and he also became the first play- 
er in major league history with 13 consec- 
utive 30-homer seasons. 
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Charlie Sifford First Black Enshrined Into Golf Hall Of Fame

Charlie Sifford took his place among 
golf's greatest figures when he re- 
cently became the first Black player 
inducted into the World Golf Hall of Fame. 

"This makes me feel like I'm a worth- 
while professional golfer," he said at the 
ceremony in St. Augustine, FL. 

Sifford, 82, spoke about paying his 
dues and the ridicule and threats he 
endured while breaking through the Cau- 
casian-only clause on the PGA, finally 
rescinded in 1961 after Sifford became 
the first Black on tour. 



As detailed in his 1992 autobiography, 
Just Let Me Play, someone left feces in a 
cup at the Phoenix Open. Fans kicked his 
ball in the rough. Telephone calls in the 
middle of the night warned him not to 
show up; but Sifford played on, winning 
twice on the PGA Tour and later captur- 
ing the 1975 Senior PGA Championship. 

"Tonight we honor a man not only 
for his accomplishments on the course, 
but the course he took in life," said Hall 
of Fame golfer Gary Player of South 
Africa, Sifford's presenter. 

Sifford was elected through the 
Lifetime Achievement category (Jet, 
May 10). PGA Tour Commissioner 
Tim Finchem called him in April to let 
him know he was in the Hall of Fame, 
and Sifford had been anticipating the 
ceremony ever since. 

"The five months I had to wait were 
harder than the 52 years I played," Sif- 
ford said at the ceremony. "I wanted to 
be damn sure I'd be here tonight." 
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Grant Hill Reveals Staph Infection Prolonged 
His Comeback To The NBA's Orlando Magic 

After successfully beginning the new NBA season, Grant Hill says he's finally 
comfortable discussing his setbacks and injuries. 

The untold story of Hill's four ankle operations is the staph infection that came 
after his last surgery. It hospitalized him for a week and forced him to require 
intravenous antibiotics for six months. Now a year and a half later, Hill says it was 
a scary unplanned detour on his road to recovery. 

"I didn't like to talk about it, and the team 
kept quiet about it," said Hill, whose ankle prob- 
lems plagued his career with the Magic. But the 
ankle was only part of the problem after the in- 
fection set in. 

Staph infections can kill, and Hill's condition 
was severe enough that it took six months of treat- 
ment with the strongest antibiotics available to 
rid his body of the bacteria. 

"As time goes by, I'm more comfortable talking 
about it," Hill told the Associated Press. "But I look 
at it as a blessing because it forced me to slow down 
and really say 'Let's get this thing right.'" 

Five days after Hill underwent a major surgical 
procedure in March 2003 (Jet, April 7, 2003), in 
which doctors re-fractured his ankle and realigned 
it with his leg bone, he developed a 104.5-degree 
fever and convulsions. 

His wife, R&B singer Tamia, rushed him to the

He now believes the extra downtime 
prevented him from attempting the same 
type of early comeback that derailed his 
recovery from three previous surgeries 
to repair the ankle he first injured late in 
the 1999-00 season. 

"I've never been close to dying, and I 
don't know if I was close, but it was as 
close as I've ever been," Hill said. "It scar- 
ed me, and I think it was a good thing in 
the sense that it forced me to slow down." 

Hill now says he has absolutely no pain 
in his ankle-or in his incision-scarred left 



arm-as he makes a comeback that many 
thought would never happen. 

Hill, whose career includes an Olym- 
pic gold medal and six All-Star appear- 
ances in his early years with Detroit, 
became a free agent in 2000 and went to 
the Magic in a sign-and-trade deal that 
netted him a $93 million contract. 

He played only four games his first 
season in Orlando, 14 in 2000-01 and 27 
the next year, each season ending with 
surgeries that have left him with a total 
of four 3-inch screws in his ankle. 

Each time he tried to come back too 
soon, but last season was the exception in 
large part because of his staph infection.

Rapper ODB Suddenly Dies After Collapsing At 35 




or Dirty Bastard 



Funeral services recently 
were held for Russell 
Tyrone Jones, the rapper 
best known as ODB (01' 
Dirty Bastard), at the Chris- 
tian Cultural Center in 
Brooklyn, NY. 

He died after he collapsed 
at a recording studio in New 
York. He succumbed two 
days before his 36th birthday. 

The performer had complained of 
chest pains at the Manhattan studio, 
according to a spokesman for Roc-A-Fel- 
la Records. The cause of death was not 
known. At Jet press time an autopsy was 
being conducted and toxicology and tis- 
sue tests were being administered. 

Bom in Brooklyn, one of six children, 
ODB got his unusual stage name because 
there was no "father" to his style of rap 
style. Later, throughout his career, the per- 
former also once used the stage names 
Unique Ason, Osirus, Dirt Dog, Joe Ban- 
nanas and Big Baby Jesus. 

ODB was a founding member of the 
rap group Wu-Tang Clan, lauded for the 
acclaimed 1993 album Enter the Wu- 
Tang (36 Chamber sX which spawned the 
tunes C.R.EA.M. (Cash Rules Everything 
Around Me), Can It All Be So Simple and 



Method Man. In July the group 
reunited for the first time in four 
years with original members for 
a performance at the Rock the 
Bells hip-hop fest in California. 

He found success as a solo 
artist in 1995 with the album 
* Return to the 36 Chambers: The 
Dirty Version that included the 
song Shimmy Shimmy Ya. A sec- 
ond solo project was released four years 
later, Nigga Please, which featured the 
song Got Your Money with vocalist Kelis 
singing the hook. 

ODB also performed on Mariah Carey's 
smash tune Fantasy and was featured on 
Pras' hit tune Ghetto Superstar. 

The rapper made headlines a few 
years ago when he was incarcerated for 
two years on drug possession charges and 
suffered from past mental health prob- 
lems (Jet, August 6, 2001). 

Last year the rapper held a news con- 
ference an hour after he was released 
from a correctional facility. He announced 
that he was changing his stage name to 
Dirt McGirt and had signed with Roc-A- 
Fella Records (Jet, May 19, 2003). 

Survivors include his wife, Icelene 
Jones; parents. Cherry and William 
Jones; siblings and reportedly 13 children.

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Destiny's Child is always full of sur- 
prises. Just when people get ready 
to count the group's members out, they 
rise to the occasion with a TKO. That's 
what survivors usually do. 

After a three-year absence and estab- 
lishing individual fan bases with successful 
solo careers, one of music's biggest-selling 
female groups of aU time has reunited with 
the new album Destiny Fulfilled. 

Lose My Breath, the project's first sin- 
gle, sets things off with a bang. Rodney 
"Darkchild" Jerkins, who penned the 
group's Grammy Award- 
winning song Say My 
Name, collaborated with 
his longtime friends on 
the percussion-driven, 
uptempo song. 

The naysayers didn't 
believe the group would 
really band together for 
another project, but it did. 
"We always said we 
were going to do solo records after Sur- 
vivor" says Kelly, "and then come back 
and do another record." 
I Close friends who supported one 
another's solo ventures, the group kept 
its promise because the trio simply want- 
ed to do another record collectively. 

"I know we have a lot of fans who want 
to hear it and, more importantly, we want- 
K ed to do it because we love this collabora- 
f tion," says Beyonce. "It was important for 
I us to do our own things, so that we'd have 
the opportunity to grow and see what we

could do on our own. It's really beautiful 
to do that and then also have the oppor- 
tunity to come back together and have the 
fun we have when we are together. When 
you have that sort of friendship, recording 
doesn't feel like work." 

Since the group's return, people have 
already been jumping at the chance to 
work with them. McDonald's has named 
the group the new faces of its "I'm Lovin' 
It" marketing campaign. The NFL's Dal- 
las Cowboys have already named the 
group as its halftime performer for the 
Salvation Army National Kettle Kickoff 
show that will take place at halftime of the 
Cowboys Thanksgiving Day game. 

The group has come full circle, surviv- 
ing trying times that nearly destroyed 
them. But they bounced back like true 
survivors even bigger and better as a 
group and as solo performers. 

Destiny's Child has recorded a total of 
six albums since its career kicked off in 
the '90s. Its debut album, 1998's self-titled 
project, and the second album. The Writ- 
ing's On The Wall, featured original group 
members LeToya Luckett and LaTavia 
Roberson. By 2001, a few personnel 
changes forced the group to become a 
trio-with new member Michelle Will- 
iams-for the third CD, Survivor. That 
same year they also did a holiday album, 
8 Days of Christmas, and the following 
year they recorded This Is The Remix. 

Their chart-toppers have included: No, 
No, No; Bills, Bills, Bills; Bug A Boo; Jumpin' 
Jumpin'; Independent Woman Pt. 1; Booty-

licious and Emotion. The songs Say My 
Name and Survivor won them Grammys. 

In 2001, group members decided to 
put Destiny's Child on a brief hiatus while 
they worked on their own projects. In 
2002 Beyonce won the ASCAP Pop Song- 
writer of the Year Award, making her the 
first Black woman and the second woman 
to ever receive the award. The talented 
songwriter was recognized for penning 
the songs Independent Woman Pt. 1, Jump- 
in' Jumpin' and Survivor. 

Beyonce released her solo debut al- 
bum, Dangerously In Love, last year, which 
won her five Grammy Awards. That proj-

A Kelly collaborated with rap superstar Nelly on 
the song Dilemma last year. The song, which 
earned them a Grammy Award, used a portion of 
Patti LaBelle's '80s classic Love, Need and Want 
You. LaBelle appeared in the video with the two. 

ect featured hits like Crazy In Love with 
Jay-Z; Naughty Girl; Me, Myself & I; Baby 
Boy featuring Sean Paul and Dangerous- 
ly In Love 2. Crazy In Love, featuring her 
steady beau, rap superstar Jay-Z, won 
two Grammy honors (Jet, May 31). A sec- 
ond CD, including a DVD, Live At Wemb- 
ley, was released earlier this year. 

Acting has been another area where 
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Beyonce has carved her niche. She's 
appeared in movies such as Austin Pow- 
ers in Goldmemher with Mike Myers and 
The Fighting Temptations with Oscar-win- 
ner Cuba Gooding Jn Her next movie will 
be The Pink Panther, a prequel to the 1963 
Peter Sellers classic. 

She's getting set to have her own 
clothing line and already has her own 
Tommy Hilfiger fragrance, True Star. 

Kelly proved she was more than just 
one of the girl's from Destiny's Child. 
She helped rap star Nelly tap into an- 
other area of the genre with their col- 
laboration on the ballad Dilemma. They 
won a Grammy Award last year for the 
song, which had Kelly singing an inter-

polation of Patti LaBelle's '80s hit Love, 
Need and Want You. The buzz was so 
great after that duet with Nelly that her 
solo album, Simply Deep , was pushed up. 
It hit No. 1 in the UK. She also made her 
big screen acting debut in the horror 
film Freddy vs. Jason. 

Kelly's personal life hit a high note 
very recently. Just last year she was 
telling Jet that she wasn't dating and was 
hoping to meet Mr. Right (Jet, Jan. 20, 
2003). In fact, she said that was her New 
Year's resolution. "I'm going to meet Mr. 
Right this year," she said. 'I'm going to 
meet the man of my dreams, I'm con- 
vinced. I've been without love for so 
long... I want to meet Mr. Right. I know 
that it will happen when it is supposed to 
happen. I'm not rushing-I'm just hoping 
it will be soon." 

A short while later, Kelly got her wish. 
She met Mr. Right, Dallas Cowboys safe- 
ty Roy Williams, earlier this year. The 
NFL pro bowler proposed to her six 
months after they began dating (Jet, 
May 31). The two plan to wed next spring, 

Michelle made a name for herself in 
gospel music as well as on Broadway. The 
Rockford, IL, native released two solo 
CDs, Heart To Yours in 2002 and Do You 
Know this year. Both albums topped the 
gospel music charts. She co-hosted the 
Stellar Awards, one of gospel's top award 
shows, last year. Though her roots rest in 
gospel music, she got her start as a back- 
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up singer for Monica in 1999. The follow- 
ing year she was invited to join Destiny's 
Child. Last year Michelle ventured into 
acting. She made her Broadway debut in 
the hit musical Aida, replacing Toni Brax- 
ton in the lead role (Jet, Nov 10, 2003). 

Their individual successes helped 
each to establish her own musical identi- 
ty. As the vocal producer of Destiny Ful- 
filled, Beyonce wanted to showcase 
everyone's voice on the project. 

"My main job was to let people know 
how beautiful Kelly and Michelle sound 
and how talented they are," she explains. 
"It's amazing that we have a group 
with three women who are singers. Not 



dancers but singers. Our solo projects 
and now this album prove once and for all 
what we already knew: that every woman 
in this group can stand on her own." 

The group is hoping that its reunion 
sets a new standard and that Destiny Ful- 
filled will be timeless. 

"Even though it would be great to sell 
a lot of records, our goal is already 
accomplished by making this album," 
says Beyonce. "Hopefully coming back 
together again will inspire other groups 
to support each other, be happy for each 
other, and let people know it's alright to 
go on your own, but it's also alright to 
come back together."

Lionel Richie's Estranged 
Wife Charged In Illegal 
Injection Case 

The estranged wife of singer Lionel 
Richie was recently charged with let- 
ting a man use her Beverly Hills home to 
give illegal anti-wrinkle injections to 
patients including her and her former 
husband. 

Diane Richie faces two counts of aid- 
ing and abetting Daniel Thomas Fuente 
Serrano, who was not licensed as a doc- 
tor or nurse when he gave injections not 
approved by the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, federal prosecutors said. 

Ms. Richie was arrested and spent one 



night in jail but was released on $25,000 
bail after appearing in court. A bail hear- 
ing was scheduled at Jet press time for 
Serrano, who faces four counts in connec- 
tion with the alleged injections. Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Joseph Johns said. 

Serrano allegedly gave numerous peo- 
ple injections of ArtecoU and Metacril, 
which are made by foreign companies and 
intended to eliminate wrinkles and skin 
imperfections. Neither has been approved 
for use in the United States by the federal 
Food and Drug Administration. 

An employee at the Richie residence 
told investigators that 20 to 40 people 
came to the home for injections from July 
to December last year, according to court 
documents. Serrano allegedly charged 
his clients thousands of dollars for the 
injections. 

Many of the injections were done in 
one of the mansion's bathrooms, investi- 
gators said. Some treated by Serrano, 
who is reportedly now Diane Richie's 
boyfriend, said they suffered ill effects 
from the injections, including a woman 
who has a bump on her lip that can make 
it difficult to drink or speak clearly. 

Diane Richie filed for separation in 
October 2003 and divorce in January, cit- 
ing irreconcilable differences. In March, 
she asked for $300,000 a month in child 
and spousal support to support the "ex- 
traordinary extravagant lifestyle" the cou- 
ple had during their nearly seven years of 
marriage. In her filing, she claimed she 
spent $56,000 a year in cosmetic surgery 
and dermatology.
